In  1845,  the  University  Buildings  were  destroyed  by  fire,  after  which  for  a  number  of 
years,  1849-55,  all  operations  were  suspended,  which  fact  accounts  for  the  hiatus  in  list  ot 
Alumni  between  1849-58.
